all parties. 
Bu t reaso n triu mphed o ver 
all o f these, and the triu mph was splen­ 
didly, g lo rio u sly co mplete. 
The three 
hero es ©f the g reat fig ht were Picqu art, 
Zo la and Clemeneeau . The last named 
Is Premier o f France; Piequ art Is Min­ 
ister o f War, head o f the army that 
so u g ht his death and disg race, while 
Zo la, who died u nder strang e and tra g ­ 
ic cl rvu msta trees, has been ho no red with 
a place in the Pantheo n. Mo reo ver, the 
Natio nalist party, fo rmed by the u ntl- 
Dreyfu sards 
and 
“defenders o f the 
army,” has since dwindled and lo st po p­ 
u lar su ppo rt everywhere; it is scarcely 
mo re than a name. 
In these eim iin- 
stano es it is no t asto nishing that so me 
o f the irreco ncilable fanatics amo ng 
the rabid anti-Semites and the plo tters 
ag ainst the repu blic and civil su prem a­ 
cy sho u ld, as a last pro test, an expiring 
g asp, have wo rked themselves u p into 
frenzy o ver the remo val o f Zo la’s 
bo dy to the Pantheo n and sho u ld have 
Incited an attem pt to assassinate Drey­ 
fu s. Bu t the m ajo r almo st m iracu ­ 
lo u sly escaped martyrdo m, and the epl 
lo g u e o f the natio nal drama will fu r­ 
ther discredit the fo rces o f darkness 
and racial hatred, the cau se o f Impo ­ 
tent rag e and blind big o try. The wo u ld- 
be assassin will be tried and pu nished, 
bu t there will be no thing spectacu lar 
abo u t the pro ceeding s. 
The days o f 
‘natio nalism” are o ver, and no t o nly 
the g o vernment, bu t the army as well, 
has “chang ed hands.”

The mem 
bers o f the hu man family every year 
are bu ying mo re and mo re o f it.

“T he co nstant u se o f pu re-bred sires 
is raiwing the qu ality o f o u r herds 
Ju st as th e to p cro ssing with manu re 
enriches o u r land*. Pu re-bred animals 
and rich land are syno nym o u i terms. 
Rich land is the best becau se it wtn 
pro du o e mo re. 
Tho ro u g hbred blo o d, 
like rich land, g ives u s m o re po u nds 
o f m eat fo r a bu shel o f co rn and Is 
the o nly kind o f blo o d that will yield 
a farm er any pro fit o n 
$100 land, 
and the land in the co rn belt to day 
will averag e mo re than $100 per acre. 
“T h e qu ality o f o u r beef will g et 
better and better fo r th© u s« o f tho r­ 
o u g hbred blo o d g ives qtiality to meat. 
No m a tte r bo w lo ng and well yo u 
fasten a po o rly bred animal his meat 
will never have qu ality no r make first 
class fo o d. The steer especiftlly mu st 
have the breeding if the meat is to 
have qu ality. 
The last ten years has 
co nvinced the farmer o f these fao ts 
and Influ enced also , by 60-o ent co rn 
and $10 hay he has eo rted o u t the 
tail-ends o f bis herd as he never so rt­ 
ed befo re.

W ill J a p a n D o m i n a t e t h e O r ie n t RO

N o w ? 
I t is still h question, writes Frederic 
Austin Ogg, w hether J a p a n con possi­ 
bly hope to dominate the Orient 50 or 
IOO years hence. 
It is indeed a ques­ 
tion w hether she is not to-day over­ 
reaching herself to such an extent that 
she will be unable to m aintain even 
w hat abe has gained- in the past five 
years. 
It is a m atter, first of all, of 
resources. 
In the 20th century no lees 
th a n formerly, national dominance pre- 
supposes an adequate m aterial basis. 
M easured by European and American 
standards. Ja p a n is a poor country. H er 
area is only 103,000 square miles—20 
per cent less than th a t of France, and 
very nearly the same as that of the 
S tate of California. 
A very large part 
of the land is absolutely worthless for 
purposes of national subsistence. 
Por­ 
tions are quite uiJnhabitable and only 
19,000 square miles are really arable. 
T he Japanese have alw ays been an ag­ 
ricultural people and the small farm s 
of the empire a re now as well worked 
as any in the world, with the result 
t h at the Japanese. undtH ^aorm a!-con­ 
ditions. are still very nearly able to 
feed themselves. 
Hut the point Is that, 
so fur as Ja p a n is concerned, the limit 
of producing capacity 
in 
agriculture 
seems to lie not far ahead, although 
the governm ent Is bending every energy 
to stim ulate fu rth er development. Two 
avenues have been opened up for the 
relief of the rapidly growing popula­ 
tion. 
One of these is th e spread of in­ 
dustrialism , with 
its possibilities of 
m anufactures and trade. 
The otiier is 
em igration 
and 
colonization. 
It 
is 
hardly too much to say th a t the future 
of th e empire, so far as the Japanese 
can themselves control it, depends ab­ 
solutely upon the course which these 
activities shall take. 
For the present the world has lost 
confidence, such as it ever had, iii 
Russia, but we shall probably live to 
see the day when the slow-moving em­ 
pire will give Ja p a n a tight In the far 
east compared with Which th a t of four 
years ago will look small. At any rate. 
nothing is su rer than th a t Russia will 
rem ain the inveterate opponent of Jap­ 
anese aggressions in 
eastern 
Asia, 
and th a t in population and resources, 
if not in actual capacity, the advan­ 
tage m ust 
He 
increasingly w ith the 
M u s c o v i t e T he second power which 
puts an absolute, even though as yet 
only a potential, lim itation upon Ja p ­ 
anese 
dominance 
in the 
Orient 
is 
China. Clive China 50 years—even 25— 
of development at lier 
present rate, 
bear in mind how the 
Japanese and 
the Chinamen, though 
both of yellow 
skin, dislike each other a t heart, and 
calculate the force of the opposition an 
aw akened China may bring to bear 
upon a future Japanese ascendency in 
the east. 
Already, from the Chinese 
point of view, Jap an has assum ed the 
c h aracter of a menace to the Orient. 
She has taken up the role which had 
been supposed to be reserved for the 
R ussian. 
She is accused of aiming at 
the subversion of the open door, and 
a t a variety of violations of the treaty 
of Portsm outh. 
In China, as indeed 
thro ug ho ut the world a t large, 
the 
prestige* of tho Japanese has suffered 
an undeniable eclipse, and the 
ines­ 
capable forces of race anim osity are 
asserting themselves as rarely before. 
T here is no reason to expect an early 


c l a s h . 
In all probability there will Im* 
peace a t least until 1915, when Eng­ 
land’s present alliance with Ja p a n will 
term inate. 
Rut after th a t there may 
be some striking events.

looking glasses. 
Tea, coffee, sugar and 
pancakes are tinder the ban, and their 
food is now narrow ed down to pota­ 
toes, carrots, onions anti turnips. 
According to the statem ept of a cor­ 
respondent who has studied their cus­ 
toms, 500 
Doukhobors

Ether, according to P a n s doctors, is 
becoming quite “the go” among drug 
fiends Pi that city. 
Opium and has­ 
heesh appeal only to certain classes of 
people, but ether claims 
its 
victims 
from alt classes of the population. 
“ Etherem anes,'' as those addicted to 
the 
ether habit are called, drink the 
drug so met lines “straight,” or else they 
allow a few drops of it to fall oil a 
bandage and theu inhale it. 
Another 
way of taking ether which is said to 
be most delightful is to mix the drug 
with wild straw berries. 
As contrasted 
with alcohol the dose of ether neces­ 
sary to obtain pleasurable 
effects 
is 
very much smaller than in the case of 
alcohol. 
Ether, 
also, 
produces 
its 
effects much more rapidly than alco­ 
hol, and the subject recovers from t lie 
effects much quicker than is the ease 
with tile latter. 
Owing to the rapid 
action of ether it is much more diffi­ 
cult to study the various stages of the 
intoxication produced by it than when 
the effects of alcohol are the subjects 
of "Investigation. 
T he great danger of the ether habit, 
aside from the moral and physical deg­ 
radation which it 
involves for those 
who take it up, lies in the ever-present 
possibility of an overdose. 
W hen an 
excessive dose of ether is taken the 
prelim inary excitement produced is so 
short that the subject seems to fall 
into a condition of unconsciousness al­ 
most 
immediately, 
the 
ether 
being 
taken up so rapidly by the stomach 
for 
circulation as to 
overpower 
the 
nerve centers almost instantaneously, 
causing the patient to drop dow n as 
if lie had received ii blow on tin* hen ti. 
As is well known, alcohol, when in­ 
dulged in for prolonged periods, is apt 
to m ake perm anent changes 
in 
the 
character of tin* individual as well as 
iii the structure of the brain cell. 
Rut 
ether, being much less soluble than al­ 
cohol, is so rapidly elim inated from tin* 
system, most especially 
through 
tin* 
lungs, th a t it is a question w hether 
tin* perm anent effects on the nervous 
system are as disastrous as iii flu* case 
of alcohol abuse.

At police headquarters it was said 
that of the madly

youthful people—many of them under 
age—in the last few years, almost 
two-thirds could be traced to hard 
times. 
The statistics of violent deaths in 
the State of New York, kept at Al­ 
bany, show that in 1907 there were 
9,625 violent deaths, of which 1,207 
were suicides. 
Of this number, the 
New York Board of Health officials 
think a small percentage were of 
young Children—that Is, between ten 
and fifteen years.—New York World.

charge of our bureau here has been 
in the hospital as the result of the 
strain of his work, I have been tem­ 
porarily in charge, and destitute cases 
are sent to me. 
Of course I do not 
ask a man or a woman, or a young 
child, If they have reached the point 
of desperation where they meditate 
suicide, but by their 
manner 
they 
make it more than certain and in 
some cases even deciare definitely 
that it is their intention. 
T have in 
mind a young boy—an artist—who 
came to me after he had bought tile 
poison to end bls life tv it Ii. 
helped him and recently he came in 
here and showed me a letter from a 
very prominent woman for whom be 
had' painted a 
beautiful 
miniature, 
recommending his work to a friend. 
That boy is on his feet and saved. 
MI think that perhaps the increase 
of suicide among children—of which 
New York has not recently had an 
epidemic though there appears to be 
an increase—is due to the fast life 
that we live. 
I do not mean of n eces­ 
sity a wicked life, but we live at tre­ 
mendous tension. We are nerved like 
the strings of a violin, and the won­ 
der to me is that there are not more j 
brokeh strings. 
"This tension reaches to every de 
partm ent of life and pathetically, to | 
the children on our streets, in our 
homes, in th© shops and the schools, j 
Tfiiey live at 
the 
same tension as 
their parents; they study too hard, too 
concent rat edly, and after the hours of 
study their sports are all keyed to 
the same tone. 
We eat highly spiced 
foods, even among the most common­ 
place. The rush and the roar of the 
city, the hum and bustle of life take 
bold of childhood even as of maturity. 
Brigadier Lamb pulled open a draw. 
or In his desk and showed a loaded 
revolver. 
“It was left with me by 
a young fellow who came to me in 
desperation, out of work and out of 
patience with waiting for work,” he 
•aid. 
“The greatest trouble we have 
is to keep them contented while they 
-wait for an opi>ortunlty.

Large Advance in Household and Gen­ 
eral Expenses Reported by 
Consul. 
Consul Wilbur T. Gracey, of Tsing- 
Tau, China, makes the following re­ 
port relative to the increased cost 
of living in the Fax East: 
"The cost of living in China has 
increased 
considerably 
during 
the 
last few years, and 
the 
increased 
price of provisions, rents and other 
current expenses is becoming a con­ 
tinual subject for newspaper discus* 
•ion. 
"Ten years «go it was possible to 
secure in Tien-Tsin or Shanghai a 
good and commodious residence for 
$35 to $40 gold a month, and a lux­ 
urious building for $60, but at the 
present time the ml ai mum appears 
to be the latter figure, and houses 
which ten years ago were renting 
for $34> now bring double that amount. 
A seven-room house in a row, with­ 
out garden, rents for about $60, while 
a detached house with even a small 
garden cannot be obtained for less 
than $75. 
"In Tsing-Tau rentals 
are 
some­ 
what higher, averaging 
$70 for a 
seven or eight room house, and run­ 
ning to $150 a month for an unpre­ 
tentious villa (with a small garden), 
containing probably ten or twelve 
rooms. 
— "Hong Kong rentals are about the 
some aa Shanghai, but vary consider­ 
ably according to the situation, those 
at the Peak (a mountain resort above 
the city) commanding about 50 per 
cent, more than houses situated on 
the lower level. 
"Ten years ago it was possible to 
employ excellent ‘boys' at $3.50 to 
$5 gold a month, cooks from $4.50 to 
$6, and general house coolies for 
$2.50 or $3. 
Jinrikisha coolies could 
be secured for about the same price 
as house coolies, and would work as 
indoor servants when they were not 
pulling the jinrikisha. 
At the pres­ 
ent time in Shanghai, Kong Kong and 
Tien-Tsin wages are $6 to $10 gold 
a month for boys, while in some cases 
they demand even higher wages; $6 
to $7.50 gold for cooks and $4 to 
$5 for coolies. 
Outdoor and Indoor 
servants now will not exchange duties 
which necessitates an extra man for 
those who keep their own jinrikisha. 
"In Tsing-Tau wages are still high­ 
er than in Shanghai or other places 
in China, and are IOO to 150 per cene. 
more than in other places in Shan­ 
tung province. Boys here receive $13 
gold a month, cooks $10 to $15, coolies

The Human Hand "the 
Instrument of Instrument/*# 
By Edward L. Young. 
T was mn less a personage than the great Aristotle, who termed 
the human hand "the instrum ent of instrum ents,'’ which enable* 
man to make all other instruments, to manage and apply them 
to divers uses, and to produce the most powerful and most deli­ 
cate effects. 
The blind, as we all know, have the sense of touch most 
singularly sensitive. 
A writer in a medical contemporary now 
cites 
the case of a post mortem examination of a blind man which revealed, 
the fact that in the nerves at the end of the fingers well-defined cells of gray 
m atter had formed, identical in substance and in ceil formation with the gray 
m atter of the brain. 
The radical difference between the hand of man and of the monkey lies in 
the thumb. 
In the human hand tihe thumb has the "opposing power,” which 
means that the thumb can be made to touch the tip of each or any of the 
other fingers on the same h an d ; the monkey’s thumb is non-opposable. 
The white lines which cross the fingernails, particularly the thumb-nails, 
are signs of disturbances in the organism at the time they are formed. 
A 
German scientist’s observation is that forty-six per cent, of the criminals 
have these lines, forty-three per cen t of idiots and fifty per cent, of lunatics. 
The grow'th of nails is more rapid in children than in adults, and slowest in 
the aged. It goes on more rapidly in summer than in winter, so that the same 
nail that is renewed in one hundred and thirty-two days in winter requires 
only one hundred and sixteen in summer. 
The increase of the nails on the 
right hand is more sapid than on the left; it also differs for the different 
fingers, and in order corresponding with the length of the finger. 
It Is more 
rapid for the middle finger, nearly equal for the two either side of this, slower 
for the little finger and slowest for the thumb. 
The nails of the Chinese nobility sometimes attains a length of eighteen 
teehee, and the Siamese belles wear long silver cases at the ends of their 
fingers to protect the nails, if they are long enough to need it, or to make 
people believe that they are there even if they are not. 
Line markings have been found distinct and unimpaired on the fingers of 
Egyptian mummies. 
The authorities of Scotland Yard, the police headquarters of London, in 
1904, identified five thousand persons by the indexed finger-prints. The experts 
there have gone through eight hundred thousand finger-prints, and in no two 
have they found more than three points of identity. 
Each digit give® an aver­ 
age of about thirty-five points of comparison. In making records the whole ten 
digits are taken. 
It Is strange that so strong a prejudice against the left hand has lived 
and increased for centuries, when there is no natural or physiological reason 
for it. 
Examination of the skeleton of a person who was strong, healthy and 
wall formed in life shows that the bones of the left hand and arm are just ae 
large and capable as those of the right. The study of physiology shows, too, 
that the m uscles and ligaments and cartilages that fastened that person’s arm s 
to his body, and gave them the power of motion, were made to do their work 
just as well on one side of the body as on the other. If the left side was the 
weaker, it was because of the failure to exercise it as freely as the other. 
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A Defence o f ^Nurseryman

VR9ERYMEN are not so wicked as they are erratic. They are in­ 
fected by their occupation; it is notorious that the businesses of 
men corrupt their bosoms, and some more than others. 
For In- 
__ stance, dealing in horses is peculiarly depraving; wherever the 
genus homo comes into commercial relations with the genua 
equus, homo fails, aud with a more resounding moral cropper 
than huntsman or huntswoman came. 
Real-estate brokerage is 
also corrupting; next to the horse the house in a means of evil; and perhaps 
after the horse and the house comes the tree. 
It is not that the tree attacks 
the principles of man; it attaints him rather through their common vagarious 
mother, Nature, who is of all things uncertain and infirm of purpose. 
The 
nurseryman, who leans upon her, and is fondled on her knees and draws his 
life directly from her deep breast, imbibes her variableness of mood, and will 
sometimes say the thing which is not, without meaning malice or even play­ 
ful mischief. 
He will say, for example, if you want a m ulberry tree of him 
in April that the mulberry starts early and cannot then be transplanted. 
Bo­ 
ing pursued by letter and telegram for a mulberry tree from which you, well 
stricken in years, impatiently desire to eat the fruit that very summer, 
he will send you a well-grown mulberry, four inches in diameter of the trunk, 
which if transplanted in early May, in all but full leaf, will flower and fruit so 
abundantly that all the dooryard robins shall drop obesely from its boughs 
gorged with their ravin; and you will yourself get some dozens of berrier 
which you pick up, ant-eaten, from the grass. 
It is her winning irresponsibilit y which Nature imparts to the nurserymen, 
her spoiled children. As she herself will offer you a cucumber when you ask 
for 
a banana-melon, so he, if you order a thing he has not, will send you 
another; or he will lure you along till past the season for planting anything, 
when he will fearlessly own that he docs not “stock” It. but will try the next 
year to get it for you from another nurseryman.—'Harper’s Magazine.

The Mythical Island o f R u j'j' 


B y J . S c o t t K e l t i e 
,N Frdbisher’s last voyage, 1578, one of fifteen ships, the bus* 
Emanuel of Bridgewater, went astray. 
On its return the captain 
told a wonderful story of having discovered a large island some­ 
where to the east of the south coast of Greenland, which was 
named after the buss (a term applied to a strongly built small 
vessel of fifty or sixty tons). 
W hat was the real origin of the 
report, whe’her pure invention or delusion, has given rise to 
no end of discussion. 
But this phantom island, some fifty thousand square 
miles in area, kept its place on maps down to the wrest physical atlas of Keith 
Johnston in the middle of the nineteenth century. 
Expeditions were sent out 
repeatedly to search for it. but with as little result ag in the case of Antilla. 
Yet it was mapped in detail, and its features named with as much confidence 
as if it had been Iceland or the Faroes. Even yet we find authorities of reputa­ 
tion m aintaining a belief in the existence of Buss Island, and accounting for 
the disappearance of this fifty thousand square miles of land by a sudden (Con­ 
vulsion which sank it some hundreds of fathoms below the surface of th* 
ocean. It Is more easy to believe either that the original story was an inven­ 
tion or that the crew of the buss of Bridgewater mistook the southern ocean of 
Greenland in those foggy seas for an island.—H arper’s Magazine.
